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Garden’ Class _Farrell Explains About Tax Rate 


Cover Crops Are Important as Vegetable 
Garden Season Nears End; Rain Approaches 


By TERRY LEE 

Crops are smaller every week in 
the vegetable garden. 

As areas are cleared, the soil 
@iould be turned over with a spad- 
ing fork. It’s a problem what to do 
with this muddy, bare spot all win- 
ter. If the soil is left open, it is sub- 
ject to leaching and baking and 
may lose its richness and texture by 
spring. 

IMPORTANT 

It is terribly important, especially 
with California soils, to keep some- 
thing growing in the soil. 

@The tiny roots of any plant hold 
the earth together and Keep heavy 


rains from washing away ‘top soil or | 


making deep gullies. 


These roots are also in a State of | 


constant decay, adding humus and 
bacteria to the soil. 

The leaves catch the big rain- 
drops and break them into a fine 
spray, which is easily absorbed by 

#the soil. 

You have seen what happens 
when a big rain drop hits a dusty 
spot. The dust forms a,.crust and no 
more water can get through. and 
off go the next raindrops in a river 
down the street. 

RESULTS OF GROWTH 


Witn most of Menlo Park's hay- | 


efields scraped clean to make way 
for houses, the water runoff has in- 
creased tremendously. 

Our water table wi!l fall frighten- 
ingly unless lawns, gardens and 
shrubs, especially trees, are there to 
break up the rain drops as they roll 
off the roofs. These same plants’ 
roots keep the ‘soil {riable—ready to 
absorb the water, 

You can turn your empty vege- 

Stable plot into a handsome help- 
ful green blanket this “winter by 
planting a cover crop. This crop 
will let the rains soak in deep and 
add humus when it is turned un- 
der in the spring. These so-called 
“green manure” crops are usually 
forage or grain crops. 

Annuals are. most in favor for 
fiome gardeng,"as they make quick 
abundant growth in a short time. 

Winter rye is perhaps the best, 
and can be sown now, 23 pounds 
per 1000 square.feet. It can be dug 
under in March, about two weeks 
befoe vegetable planting time. 

Iam going to try some clover this 
year, as it is a legume and will add 
nitrogen to the soil. 

GOOD 

® A cover crop is a good thing to 
sow if you do not have time now to 
put in a new lawn. 

If you still have pansnips, carrots, 

_beets, broccoli or other winter vege- 
tables, seed of the rye may be 
broadcast and raked into the soil 
between the rows. 

It is avout time to pull up the last 
of the tomato plants. 

w There are still many green te- 
matoes left on the vines, and 
these can be made to ripen slow- 
ly. Wrap each firm, unmarked 

green tomato in a piece of news- 

paper and place it in a shallow
